Edge. Attractive surfaces and a pleasing chocolate brown color. 
Hints of steel iridescence add a nice touch of color. This issue is 
actually a Conder Token which has been collected by Americans 
because of its obvious reference to the Thirteen colonies. Those of 
us from Kentucky really like it because the initial for our state is at 
the top of the pyramid on the reverse! 





“3 1795 Talbot, Allum & Lee. About Uncirculated (50). Without 
NEW YORK. Brick red and olive, apparently cleaned long ago. 
Nicely detailed and reasonably attractive. Like the Kentucky 
Token, this is also a Conder Token which has been accepted by 
American Colonial collectors. 


3, 1783 Washington Piece. Extremely Fine (40). UNITY STATES. 
The surfaces of this piece are smoother and more pleasing than 
usually seen. The color is a lovely, two-tone tan and deep chocolate. 
Struck on a striated planchet, presumably to create the impression 
of wear. Virtually every example known exhibits these marks. 


4. 1783 Washington Piece. Extremely Fine (40). Large Military 
Bust, Plain Edge. Cleaned long ago and now retoning to a pleasin zg 
olive and golden-brown color. 


UNITED STATES HALF CENTS (1793-1857) 


LIBERTY CAP TYPE, HEAD FACING LEFT (1793 Only) 





; 1793 Fine (12). Cohen 2, Breen 2, Rarity 3. Both sides show the 
details of an Extremely Fine coin, but we have absorbed into our 
grade the surface porosity which also exists on both sides. The only 
other defects worth mentioning are some minor rim scrapes on the 
upper left obverse. This is a highly acceptable piece which would 
make anice addition to any Type set. The new owner will be getting 
a lot of detail for his/her money.

1794 Fine (12). Cohen 4, Breen 6b, Rarity 3. Dark brown and 
porous; lightly burnished in the right obverse field. 1806 Very Fine 
(25). Cohen 4, Breen 3, Rarity 1. Small 6, Stemless. 1834 Uncir- 
culated (60). Cohen 1, Breen 1, Rarity 1. 1854 About Uncircu- 
lated (50). Cohen 1, Breen 1, Rarity 1. Original red color still re- 
mains. Lightly granular surfaces. This, in combination with the 
1793 offered earlier, would make anicely matched, complete Type 
set. 
A total of four coins in this lot. 


1795 Good (4). Cohen 4, Breen 4, Rarity 3. Punctuated Date, 
Sunken Reverse (although this is not visible on this coin be- 
cause of the low grade). A number of light scratches are visible in 
the obverse fields. Dark brown surfaces surround the lighter, tan 
high points.

This pleasing, chocolate brown example has nice sur- 
faces, no unexpected marks and only one or two minor areas of 


discoloration (the most noticeable one is a reddish area by the C of 
AMERICA on the reverse). 


BRAIDED HAIR TYPE (1840-1857) 


1851 Extremely Fine (45). Cohen 1, Breen 1, Rarity 1. 1855 
Cohen 1, Breen 1, Rarity 1. 


A total of two coins in this lot. 


1853 Choice Uncirculated (63). Red. Cohen 1, Breen 1, Rarity 
1. Probably “dipped” long ago, creating a bright red-orange color 
which matches the original mint red color. Splashes of sea-green 
appear on the reverse. Nicely struck, relatively mark-free and well 
above average for the issue. Far more attractive than the typical, 
bland brown examples of this date. 


1856 Uncirculated (60). Brown, with traces of mint red in the 
protected areas. Cohen 1, Breen 1, Rarity 1. Rust pit on the I of 
UNITED. A nice, Mint State example. A small defect appears on 
the left rim of the reverse; apparently the result of a planchet 
imperfection or a piece of debris which was struck through.

FLOWING HAIR, CHAIN TYPE REVERSE (1793 Only) 


1793 Fine (15). Sheldon 3, Rarity 3. Chain Reverse. A nicely 
detailed example of this extremely popular issue, showing full 
legends, chain, head and date. The surfaces show a few light contact 
marks, but none which are out of line with the grade. The surfaces 
are nice and smooth for the grade. One of the most evenly balanced 
circulated Chain Cents we’ve come across. 1793 Fine (15). Shel- 
don Ilc, Rarity 3. Wreath Type. This is another example which 
has great details, but light porosity over portions of the obverse; the 
reverse is slightly nicer.

1858 N.G.C. MS-64. Small Letters. Bright and lustrous, with 
smooth, spot-free surfaces. Most of the coin retains its original 
color, yet a slight mellowing to a golden-brown color is evident at 
the rims. Scarce in this lofty state of preservation.

1859 Uncirculated (62). Lustrous surfaces appear beneath a layer 
of autumn leaf brown. Struck slightly off-center and a bit soft on the 
denticles, but quite choice otherwise. A few light carbon spots 
appear on the right side of the reverse. 


Variety 3 - Bronze (1864-1909) 


1867 Select Uncirculated (64). Red and Brown. Virtually full 
mint red. The frosty surfaces retain their full, original luster. 
Lightly toned in a blush of red-orange color. Nice and attractive, 
especially for an early date “Indian.” 


1868 Select Uncirculated (64). Red and Brown, with russet and 
sea-green toning contributing to the pleasing eye appeal.

All in all, this is a premium 
quality coin and one which should see active bidding because 
of its high grade and popularity with collectors. 





1890 Choice Proof (63). A glittering Proof which really deserves 
a higher grade. Streaks of steel blue color appear on a small portion 
of the obverse; the reverse shows much of the original mint color. 
A definite, premium quality coin. 


1896 Choice Proof (63). Cartwheel brilliance flashes from beneath 
a layer of deep red, steel-blue and orange colors. 


1903 Select Uncirculated (64). Red. This fully, original example 
is merely one minor mark or two from the Gem grade. It certainly 
has the eye appeal of a Gem. 


1904 Select Proof (64). Red and Brown. Numerous faint hairlines 
are visible on both sides of this bright, near-Gem example. The 
color is a rich, coppery red, with touches of blue on the highest 
points. A lone spot is visible in the left obverse field. 





1905 Select Proof (64). Red. A nice match to the last lot in terms 
of color, and even nicer in terms of overall quality. 





1905 Gem Uncirculated (65). Red. A satiny Gem, with orange- 
red color on the obverse and light green-gold on the reverse.

1906 Select Proof (64). Red. A full Gem which has been lightly 
wiped on the obverse, resulting in anumber of faint hairlines which 
are visible only under magnification. 


1907 Select Proof (64). Brown. Both sides display a mottled, tan 
toning which is nice and original. Fully struck, showing bright, 
Proof surfaces. 


1907 Gem Uncirculated (65). Red. Toned in attractive, sea-green 
and golden orange colors. Tiny spots appear on the reverse in the 
configuration of an old fingerprint.

1909-V.D.B. Select Uncirculated (64). Red. 1936 Select Proof 

(64). Red. Essentially spot-free. 1940 Select Proof (64). Red. 

Lightly fly-specked. 1941 Select Proof (64). Red. One or two 

reverse spots. 1942 Select Proof (64). Spot-free and nicely toned. 
A total of five coins in this lot. 


1909-V.D.B. P.C.G.S. Proof-64 Red and Brown. An unques- 
tioned Proof (Breen states that there are a lot of deceptive business 
strikes floating around). This piece shows the requisite broad rims, 
squared edges, and satiny, matte surfaces. The obverse has toned to 
a rich coppery-red color, while the reverse has some light olive 
highlights. A few light spots appear on the reverse. 

This date is considerably rarer than those of subsequent years. It has the 
lowest mintage of any Proof Lincoln Cent, including the more modern 
brilliant Proofs! Out of the original 420 pieces struck, it is estimated that 
a fairly large percentage have been carelessly mishandled or even spent! 
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1909-S V.D.B. P.C.G.S. MS-64 Red. Well struck and very pleas- 
ing for the grade. The surfaces are glossy smooth and the original 
color has been enhanced by a light green iridescence. As one of the 
key dates in the series, this issue is eagerly sought-after; this 
attractive example should garner a lot of strong bids. 


1909 N.G.C. MS-65 Red. Lightly toned in a touch of sea-green 
color. 





1909 P.C.G.S. Proof-64 Red. A real blazer, showing full, bright, 
original color and spot-free, mark-free surfaces. We're so used to 
seeing dull Matte Proofs that it is refreshing to see one with this high 
degree of eye appeal. 

One of 2,198 Proofs struck. 
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1910 P.C.G.S. Proof-64 Red. Another example of a Matte Proof 
Cent which is above average in brightness. Kept from the Gem 
class by one or two minor marks, the most noticeable of which is 
on Lincoln’s brow. 

One of 2,405 Proofs struck. 





1911 P.C.G.S. Proof-65 Red and Brown. An essentially perfect 
example. The top of the obverse shows muted brilliance beneath a 
layer of tan toning; most of the reverse shows a rich, coppery red 


color. 
One of 1,733 Proofs struck. 





1912 P.C.G.S. Proof-65 Red and Brown. Bright and untoned, 
except for streaks of wood-grained color on both sides. Free of 


spots, marks or hairlines. 
One of 2,145 Proofs struck. 
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1913 N.G.C. Proof-65 Red and Brown. The shimmering surfaces 
of this Gem example have acquired a hint of light olive colorations. 
Overall, this is a flashy example of the issue. 





1913 P.C.G.S. Proof-66 Red and Brown. A stunning example of 
the date, with deep red-gold color on the obverse and rich, purple- 
red toning on the reverse. One of the nicest examples we have en- 


countered of the date. 
One of the finest out of an original mintage of 2,848 pieces. 


1914 P.C.G.S. Proof-64 Red and Brown. Autumn gold toning 
rests atop shimmering surfaces. A definite, premium quality ex- 
ample. 

Only 1,365 Proofs were struck in this year. It is interesting to note the 
gradual decline in the number of Proofs struck from 1909 to 1917. Unlike 
the brilliant issues, which began a meteoric rise from 1936 on, the matte 
Proofs apparently failed to attract and hold the attention of the collecting 
public. 
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1914 P.C.G.S. Proof-65 Red and Brown. Wisps of coppery-red 
color blanket both sides of this impressive coin. The surfaces are 
immaculate and completely free of any marks or spots. A great coin 
for the quality-conscious buyer. 


1914-S P.C.G.S. MS-64 Brown. Glossy smooth surfaces. The 
strike is a trifle mushy, as is usual for this and other early mint- 
marked Lincolns. Nevertheless, the advanced collector will be 
attracted to this above average example. 





1915 P.C.G.S. Proof-65 Red and Brown. Toned in deep, golden 
brown colors, with some olive highlights on either side. This piece 
presents a nice, uniform appearance. 

One of 1,150 Proof struck. 


1915-D Gem Uncirculated (65). Red. Virtually full, original red- 
orange color. Light flyspecks appear on both sides, but none are 
obtrusive or distracting. Fully struck. A thin die crack runs from the 
P of PLURIBUS down through the O of ONE and into the E of 
CENT, 





1916 P.C.G.S. Proof-65 Red and Brown. The obverse shows an 
interesting two-toned appearance, with brick-red fields surround- 
ing asteel-blue bust of Lincoln. The toning on the reverse is slightly 
different, and shows olive colorations across the bottom and brick- 
red colors across the top. 

This is the last reported Matte Proof Cent (although 1917’s are known to 
exist). The mintage for this year was a meager 1,050 pieces. 


A pair of 1917 Cents, both grading Gem Uncirculated (65) Red. 
A total of two coins in this lot. 


1917-D Gem Uncirculated (65). Red. Fully struck on the reverse, 
but somewhat mushy on the obverse. Both sides have acquired a 
speckled, brown toning over the lustrous surfaces. 


1919-D P.C.G.S. MS-64 Red and Brown. Bright, lustrous, and 
just a few light marks away from the Gem grade. Spot-free, with an 
above average strike. 


1919-S Select Uncirculated (64). Red and Brown. Fully struck, 
with satiny surfaces. 
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1920-D P.C.G.S. MS-64 Red. Average strike; above average 
luster. 1928-D P.C.G.S. MS-64 Red. Satiny and well struck. 


A total of two coins in this lot. 
1921-S P.C.G.S. MS-64 Red and Brown. 


1922-D Choice Uncirculated (63). Brown. Faint D, closely simu- 
lating the rare 1922 Plain. This piece shows the characteristic weak- 
ness of the issue. 

Years ago, several varieties were accepted as the “Plain” variety (this one 
included). In recent years, however, the guidelines for determining the true 
variety have been tightened and fewer pieces qualify. The example we 
offer here does not, but comes as close as a piece can! 


MINT STATE 1922 PLAIN CENT 


1922 Select Uncirculated (64). Red and Brown. The true 
“Plain” variety, showing absolutely no trace of the D Mint- 
mark. The details show the characteristic loss of definition, 
but the presence of original mintred on both sides confirms the 
Mint State status. This is a very scarce coin in all grades, 
especially in the higher Mint State grades, and we expect 
considerable activity on this lot. 





1923-S Gem Uncirculated (65). Red. Above average strike, 
showing full lines in the wheat ears and good definition on Lin- 
coln’s beard. Full, original color and luster. Very scarce so nice.

1926-S P.C.G.S. MS-65 Red and Brown. Bright and lus- 
trous, showing a full strike and pleasing, original colorations. 

This has tumed out to be quite a scarce coin. Only two have been 
graded MS-65 (one Brown and this Red and Brown), and none have 
been graded higher. The only rarer dates in MS-65 are the 1918-S, 
1920-S, 1922 No D, and 1925-S. Compare to the 1909-S VDB which 
has had 200 graded in MS-65 and better, and the 1914-D which has 
had six graded in MS-65 and one in MS-66! 
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1927-S P.C.G.S. MS-64 Red. This piece shows full, original color, 
but a very soft strike on the obverse. Still, this is a very tough date 
to find with such strong color. 


1928-S Choice Uncirculated (63). Struck off-center towards K-7, 
so that only two-thirds of the design is on the planchet. An unusual 
error which is seldom encountered with this date. 


1931-D P.C.G.S. MS-65 Red and Brown. 


1931-D Superb Uncirculated (67). A virtually perfect example of 
this slightly scarcer date.

1943-D ANACS Cache AU-50. Formerly Lot 1138 in our 1989-72: 


GNA Sale, where it was described as follows: “Struck on an 
Australian Sixpence planchet. Apparently, the United States was 
providing planchets to Australia for their sixpence pieces. Some- 
how, one of the planchets fell into the steel Cent planchet hopper, 
where it would have gone unnoticed due to the similar color. The 
result is a “Steel” Cent in silver! A very rare and unusual item.” 

Since that sale, this coin has been encapsulated in anew ANACS Cache 
holder. The Certificate number remains the same (X-2727-A), while the 
holder number is RD9139. 


LINCOLN TYPE, MEMORIAL REVERSE (1959-DATE) 


1966 Gem Uncirculated (65). Struck on a clad dime planchet! A 
real eye-catcher. 


1972 Double Die. P.C.G.S. MS-64 Red. One or two light contact 
marks are visible on both sides. 


1983 Double Die. P.C.G.S. MS-66 Red. The reverse shows 
obvious doubling on all the devices and legends. 


1984 Double Die. P.C.G.S. MS-66 Red. Silky smooth surfaces, 
with a light hint of milky toning. Free of spots and one of the more 
attractive examples we have seen. 
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TWO-CENT PIECES (1864-1873) 





1864 P.C.G.S. MS-64 Red. Small Motto. A very bright example 
of this popular variety, showing full, original color, no spots and an 
excellent strike. This piece is as nice as any Gem we have seen of 
late and the final price realized should exceed current price levels. 
A great coin for the serious collector/investor. 


1864 Choice Uncirculated (63). Red and Brown. Large Motto. 
Late state of the dies, showing rim crumbling on part of the obverse 
and an obvious cud on the upper left reverse rim. Toned in deep 
steel blue, with remnants of the original color in the protected areas. 
Reverse rotated 300 degrees. 





1865 Gem Uncirculated (65). Red. The original color has mel- 
lowed to a light orange-gold color. The surfaces show light rough- 
ness, presumably from grease or dirt adhering to the dies. A very 
pleasing, completely original example of the date and a nice coin 
for the Type buyer. 


1867 Choice Proof (63). An unusual, orange color blankets both 
sides of this bright example. The surfaces appear to be very well 
preserved beneath the toning and if we did not suspect an old 
cleaning, we would definitely grade it higher. 





1873 N.G.C. Proof-64 Red and Brown. Closed 3. An attractive, 
brown example of this rare, Proof-only date, showing hints of olive 
iridescence on the reverse. Popular as the last year of this curious

SILVER THREE-CENT PIECES (1851-1873) 
Variety 1 (1851-1853) 


1851 N.G.C. MS-63. Silvery grey, with attractive lilac highlights 
on either side. Softly struck in the centers. Free of any marks or 
obvious distractions, and definitely nicer than the typical MS-63 
coin. 


A Buyer’s Charge of 10% will be added to all purchases. 
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1851 P.C.G.S. MS-63. Both sides are toned in a speckled, steel and 
silvery-grey color. The underlying surfaces are nice, original and 
satiny. The strike, especially in the centers, is excellent. 


1851-O P.C.G.S. MS-62. Bright and satiny, with an original mint 
luster which is definitely stronger than usual. This attractive 
example is a trifle softly struck on the outermost rims, but all of the 
lettering and devices are fully struck up. Scarce in all grades, and 
popular because it is the only Branch-Mint Trime. 


1852 P.C.G.S. MS-62. Struck on a lightly striated planchet from 
very lightly rusted dies, resulting in a slight graininess to the 
surfaces. Essentially untoned, fully lustrous and a premium quality 
coin. 


1852 Choice Uncirculated (63). Toned in deep, dull lilac and sea- 
green pastels. A little more luster would elevate this coin to the 
Select grade with no problem. 


1852 Select Uncirculated (64). Frosty, with ample cartwheel 
luster evident on both sides. Light planchet striations are visible at 
the rims on the reverse, and we mention these solely for the sake of 
accuracy. 


Variety 2 (1854-1858) 





1854 Choice Uncirculated (63). Lustrous surfaces appear beneath 
a layer of light silvery toning. This original piece shows a bold 
strike, well-preserved surfaces and good eye appeal. To its credit, 
this piece has never been cleaned or “improved upon” in any way. 





1854 Select Uncirculated (64). Creamy mint luster appears on 
both sides of this impressive example. The strike is full and sharp, 
the color is a blend of gorgeous golds and light steel, and the overall 
eye appeal is superb. A few light clashmarks appear on the obverse, 
and we caution prospective buyers that these should not be con- 
fused with hairlines. Specialists and frustrated Type collectors will 
appreciate the quality of this coin. 
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1854 Select Uncirculated (64). Another example of this date 
which shows a strike equal to that of the preceding lot, but which 
lacks the impressive colorations. Nonetheless, this milky gold 
toned example is still a very desirable piece. 


1857 Choice Uncirculated (63). Softly struck so that most of the 
stars on the left side of the reverse are flat and indistinct. Toned in 
a dull, silver-gold color. 





1857 P.C.G.S. MS-63. Both sides display a deep, iridescent, red- 
gold color which is very pleasing and completely original. Plenty 
of mint luster is still evident despite the toning. The central details 
are well struck, but the rims and some of the reverse are weak. This 
is one of the more attractive examples we have seen of the date. 


1857 P.C.G.S. MS-63. Bright and lustrous, with Prooflike tenden- 
cies. The lack of toning affords a full view of the original surfaces. 
A great looking coin which is worth a premium bid. 


Variety 3 (1859-1873) 


1867 Uncirculated (60). Pleasing pastel toning blankets both 
sides of this original example. This date is much rarer in Mint State 
than it is in Proof; this piece should fetch a premium bid. 

The number of business strikes made in this year is only 4,000 pieces, 
compared to 425 Proofs. Naturally, most of the Proofs were saved, whereas 
most of the Mint State pieces entered circulation, where they presumably 
met their fate at the hands of the silver melters and/or normal attrition and 
loss. 





1870 N.G.C. MS-64. Fully lustrous on the obverse; Prooflike on 
the reverse. Golden toning hides in the protected areas on the 
obverse, while the reverse shows a much larger amount of speckled 
red-gold color. Nice, original, and quite scarce as a business strike. 





1871 Select Uncirculated (64). A Prooflike example which shows 
the bold strike of a Proof, but the satiny surfaces of a business strike. 
As such, this is much rarer than a Proof and one of the more difficult 
pieces to locate in the series. This example shows beautiful rainbow 
toning surrounding the untoned centers. The exceptional eye ap- 
peal of this piece should elicit an unusually strong bid. 

This piece has an even lower mintage of business strikes than the 1867 
listed above and it is equally as rare in Mint State conditions. 
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1871 Choice Proof (63). The lightly toned centers of this deeply 

mirrored example are surrounded by an iridescent blend of rainbow 

pastels, including greens, blues and reds. Although the surfaces are 

not perfect, the eye appeal of this jewel should elicit a premium bid. 
One of only 960 Proofs struck. 


NICKEL THREE-CENT PIECES (1865-1889) 


1865 Select Uncirculated (64). Milky toned over satiny surfaces. 
The strike is average to slightly better, with some weakness in the 
lines on the numerals on the reverse. 

Because it is the first year of the new Type, the 1865 has always been a 
popular date. In addition, the rarity of Mint State examples has finally been 
demonstrated by the Population Report, and considerable interest has been 
generated in this series as a result. 


1867 Select Proof (64). Perfectly centered on a planchet which 
seems slightly broader than usual, giving this piece a medallic 
appearance which is quite attractive. A touch of light, milky toning 
appears on the high points of either side. 


1868 Select Proof (64). A glittering cameo example which is 
downgraded because of some small green corrosion spots on the 
rims. Iridescent golden toning appears on the highest points. 





1872 P.C.G.S. MS-65. Satiny, untoned, fully struck and very at- 
tractive. Close inspection fails to reveal any spots, marks or defects. 

Only 6 examples of this date have been graded MS-65, compared to 16 
Proofs. This date is also considerably rarer in MS-65 than most of the other 
dates, including the “rarer” dates in the late 1870's and 1880's. 


1873 Select Uncirculated (64). Closed 3. Boldly struck, showing 
full lines in the reverse numerals and with bold, square edges. The 
rim on the upper reverse appears to have been lightly filed, 
presumably to remove an offensive spot. This is barely visible and 
would escape detection by most viewers; it should not affect the 
value of this otherwise noteworthy piece. Free of spots; the only 
noticeable defect is a small scratch in the left obverse field and a 
lintmark snaking across Liberty’s neck. 


1873 Choice Proof (63/65). Closed 3. Lightly toned in milky, olive 
and golden colors. The obverse is actually nicer than our grade 
would indicate, and if the coin were just a bit brighter, we wouldn't 
hesitate to call it a Gem. 


1873 Select Proof (64). Closed 3. Flashy, with lots of bright luster 
flashing across the Proof surfaces. This piece also shows some 
green corrosion spots on the edges. 

Proof mintage—1,100+ pieces. 


1874 Choice Uncirculated (63). Frosty, with satiny surfaces and 
no trace of Prooflike brilliance. Decidedly rarer than its Proof 
counterparts. 


1880 Extremely Fine (40). Matte surfaces showing a silver-grey 
color. Scarce in all grades. 
One of only 21,000 business strikes. 
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1881 Select Uncirculated (64). Frosty, with a fair amount of cart- 
wheel luster beneath a layer of delicate golden toning. Softly struck 
on the obverse denticles, but sharp otherwise. 


HALF DIMES (1792-1873) 


THE EVER-POPULAR 1792 HALF DIME 


1792 P.C.G.S. Fine-12. Judd-7 in Silver. Evenly worn, with 
no major distractions. A few very minor adjustment marks are 
barely visible on either side. One of the most popular of all 
United States coins. 

Tradition has it that the obverse portrait is that of Martha Washing- 
ton and that the silver used to strike these coins came from George 
Washington's personal set of silverware. While this has never been 
proven, it is true that George Washington had an interest in the 
coinage, particularly since it was the first expression of the new 
nation’s sovereign nght to coin money. The establishment of the 
Mint was one of the most important acts of the new government and 
although the first several years were unprofitable, the result was that 
the United States now had its own money to begin replacing the 
conglomeration of foreign monies which made up the circulating 
medium at that time. 


FLOWING HAIR TYPE (1794-1795) 
LIBERTY SEATED TYPE (1837-1873) 
Variety 2 - Stars on Obverse (1838-1853) 


1845 N.G.C. MS-63. The lilac toned center of the obverse is 
surrounded by deep steel blue peripheral toning; the reverse shows 
only the steel colorations. The strike is good, the luster is satiny 
(where visible) and the overall appearance is very pleasing. 


1850 P.C.G.S. MS-63. Fully struck and lightly toned in gold on the 
obverse. The reverse shows iridescent steel-blue color surrounding 
the golden toned center. Way above average for both the date and 
the grade. 


Variety 3 - Arrows at Date (1853-1855) 


1853 Select Uncirculated (64). An impressive example of this 
perennially popular issue. The strike is very bold, the surfaces show 
adeep, frosty luster and few marks, and the eye appeal is wonderful. 
Both sides show a silky, sea-green color highlighted by a light, lilac 
pastel. This piece will satisfy the needs of all but the pickiest 
collectors.

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Variety 2 Resumed (1856-1859) 


1858 Choice Uncirculated (63). A bright example which shows a 
pleasing cameo contrast between the white, unfrosted devices and 
the golden toned fields. Above average strike for the issue. Numer- 
ous die striations give the appearance of light hairlines, but in 
reality, this is a very well-preserved example which deserves a 
premium bid. 





1858 Select Uncirculated (63). Toned in deep, milky gold and 
silver shades. Softly struck on the very highest points and on some 
of the denticles (an anomaly which is usual for the business strikes, 
according to Breen). Normal Date. 


1859 Uncirculated (63/60). Lilac toned on the obverse and the 
edges of the reverse. Nicely struck, showing strong details on the 
obverse. The reverse is downgraded due to muted luster. 


Variety 4 - Legend on Obverse (1860-1873) 


1869 Proof (62). The obverse is toned in dull, silvery shades, while 
the reverse is much brighter and more original in appearance. 
Although not a candidate for placement in one of Wall Street’s new 
limited partnerships, this piece still has considerable appeal to the 
vast majority of collectors. 


1871 Choice Proof (63). A bright cameo, with excellent contrast 
between the fields and the devices. Downgraded because of some 
faint hairlines on either side. Lightly toned in iridescent red-gold at 
the obverse rims. 


1872-S N.G.C. MS-61. Mintmark below Wreath. Deeply toned 
in olive and brown shades. 


SHIMMERING 1872-S HALF DIME 


1872-S N.G.C. MS-66. Mintmark Within Wreath. A glit- 
tering Gem, with intense luster radiating from both sides. 
There is little toning in evidence, so the full effect of the luster 
and brilliance hits the viewer right square in the eye. Natu- 
rally, the surfaces are immaculate, the strike is excellent, and 
the all important eye appeal is exceptionally strong. This 
gorgeous coin is destined for inclusion in the finest of Type 
sets! 
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1873 Choice Uncirculated (63). Both sides exude acreamy, frosty 
luster. The untoned centers are surrounded by a golden peripheral 


toning. Sharply struck, except for portions of the upper left wreath 
on the reverse. 


NICKEL FIVE-CENT PIECES (1866-DATE) 
SHIELD TYPE (1866-1883) 
Variety 1 - Rays Between Stars (1866-1867) 


1866 Choice Uncirculated (63). With Rays Type. A full Mint 
State example, but with subdued luster due to slight graininess of 
the surfaces and a layer of milky red-gold toning. An interesting die 
crack appears at the top of the reverse. 


1867 Uncirculated (60). Somewhat softly struck, with light sur- 
face abrasions on both sides. Toned in red gold colors. 


1867 N.G.C. MS-64. With Rays. Fully struck, with satiny surfaces 
on both sides. Lightly toned in a steel blue color, with flashes of 
lilac and golden highlights. This is a premium quality coin which 
could very easily be called “Gem.” 


Variety 2 - Without Rays (1867-1883) 


1868 N.G.C. MS-6S. A real eye-catcher, with frosty surfaces and 
an attractive milky gold color at the rims. Some of the letters of the 
legends are a trifle soft, as are some of the stars, but this is more than 
compensated for by the great eye appeal of this Gem.

Proponents of the Quarter have likened it to such rarities as the 1922 
Plain Cent, the 1937-D Three Legged Nickel, and others which have 
long been cherished by collectors. Although our impression of the 
1989 Quarter is that it is the result of a filled die, perhaps, due to 
public acceptance, it will eventually gain entry into the GUIDE- 
BOOK. Tradition has a lot to do with many of the listings in the 
GUIDEBOOK, and perhaps the 1989 No Mintmark Quarter will 
someday achieve the stature of the Three-Legged Nickel.

Full frosty luster emanates from 
both sides of this wonderfully original example. The strike is 
excellent, the fields are smooth and the overall appearance is 
excellent.

The only 
noticeable defect is a small contact mark by the O of ONE on 
the reverse. 

The rarity of this date has been recognized for a long time by 
collectors. This is actually one of the few collectible coins of this date 
and Mint (there is no Cent, the Half Dime is unique, there is no Quarter 
Dollar, the Half Dollar is fairly readily available, the Silver Dollar is 
prohibitively rare and expensive, and the gold coins include the semi- 
unique 1870-S Three Dollar Gold piece)! It is interesting to note how 
this coin has fared at P.C.G.S. Surprisingly, the POPULATION 
REPORT lists six 1870-S Dimes, compared to none or one of many 
of the dates surrounding it.

728. 1866 N.G.C. Proof 65. With Motto. If they gave prizes to 
Proof Seated Dollars for the amount of cameo contrast that 
was visible, this coin would be ready to sell its life story to the 
National Enquirer. The devices show intense frost which is 
very heavily contrasted by the untoned, watery fields. The 
surfaces are clean with no significant hairlines visible. The 
overall eye appeal of this Dollar is remarkable. Of the 725 
pieces originally struck, it is highly unlikely that more than a 
handful of Gems exist. This piece is doubly significant as an 
important first-year-of type issue. 

We would be surprised if more than 150-200 Proofs of this date have 
survived. Of these, at least 95% (if not more) grade Proof-64 orbelow. 
Generally speaking, the larger the coin, the more likely it is to be mis- 
handled. And, big coins with open fields (such as Liberty Seated 
Dollars) show hairlines much more readily than, say, Three Cent 
Silvers or Half Dimes. 





729. 1870 Select Uncirculated (64). A neat looking coin that is un- 
toned, sharp and very frosty. There are some light marks on the 
obverse while the reverse is nearly of Gem quality. With Motto 
Seated Liberty Dollars of this quality are, regardless of date, quite 
scarce and in demand among type collectors.

The Nine Leaves variety is a celebrated, but largely unrecognized, rarity. Here’s what Akers had to say about 
it in his 1980 book on the Eagles series: “A number of varieties of 1795 are known and one is worth special 
mention. It is the variety with nine leaves (rather than 12) on the branch under the eagle. This nine leaves variety 
is a major rarity (in my opinion the rarest of all Eagles) and probably less than ten specimens are known. It has 
never received any publicity, however, and is not given a separate listing in this book only because cataloguers 
have seldom indicated the number of leaves on the particular coin being catalogued. Of all the auction 
appearances listed below, only the 1960 ‘Cicero’ coin (EF) was specifically catalogued as the ex tremely rare nine 
leaves variety. Based on its rarity, it is my guess that very few of the others listed in the records below were this 
variety.” 

Breen, in his ENCYCLOPEDIA OF UNITED STATES COINS, lists seven different specimens and notes that 
flan chips seem to be common to this variety. A more detailed listing of the known specimens was presented in 
Superior Galleries description of the amazing MS-63 specimen they sold as Lot 908 in AUCTION ’89. That 
amazing coin opened at $105,000 and closed at a dazzling $280,000, reflecting the great demand for this and other 
early American rarities.

the Photo-Certified Coin Institute (P.C.I.). P.C.I. uses concensus 
grading, whereby three professionals view the coin, assign a grade, 


and a fourth grader, or finalizer, determines the concensus grade. The 
coin is then placed in a plastic “‘slab” and then sonically sealed. The 
difference between P.C.I. “slabs” and most others is that P.C.I. 
incorporates into the actual slab a color photograph of the obverse of

NOTES 
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The Collection of 
J. Douglas Robertson 


J. Douglas Robertson was a prominent Industrialist from Mas- 
sachusetts who was especially well known in the field of home 
furnishings. During his lifetime, Robertson patented numerous 
machines and processes for the manufacture of draperies, curtains 
and other products for the home. Many of these inventions are still 
considered state-of-the-art. 

In his very early years, shortly after the turn of the century, Mr. 
Robertson was also heavily involved in manned-flight experimen- 
tation. He is credited with having developed the first successful 
mono-winged glider, long before the design was used in regular 
aviation. His pioneering in this field led others to develop the 
powered mono-winged aircraft similar to what we are familiar with 
today. 

J. Douglas Robertson’s interest innumismatics developed in his 
later years. He was a strong believer in “hard money” and quality 
coins. His collection included well over 200 Mint State Double 
Eagles, all of which are offered here. In addition, the following 
individual rarities are included in this sale: Choice Proof 1833 and 
1834 Quarters, A Choice 1795 Flowing Hair Dollar, A Gem Satin 
Proof 1921 Peace Dollar, A beautiful 1856 Proof Silver Dollar, 
Numerous Type Coins, Patterns and other outstanding items. 

Robertson lived a long and productive life. He was a“‘tinkerer,” 
always striving to develop amore efficient way to get work done and 
increase production. Although he passed away on October 31,1988 
at the age of 95, the improvements he effected in the way we live, 
work and travel will be with us for years to come.

1878. 1833 Choice Proof (63). Browning-1 (Rarity-2 as a busi- 
ness strike but Rarity-8 as a Proof). Period after 25C. 
Almost definitely struck early in 1833 as the surfaces lack the 
pronounced raised die rust patches that are seen on the 
majority of business strikes (believed to have been struck ca. 
1834-1835). This is an obvious Proof example with incredible 
mirror surfaces throughout the obverse and the reverse. In 
fact, even the areas within the stripes in the shield are fully 
reflective. Both the obverse and the reverse exhibit beautiful 
lilac coloration that deepens to sea green and blue towards the 
borders. The obverse device is quite frosty and has a lighter 
coloration than the field; this gives a pronounced and very 
beautiful “cameo” effect. The surfaces show a few very minor 
hairlines but are very acceptable for the grade. While this coin 
will not sell for the highest price in this sale, it is, in fact, the 
single rarest piece in the entire 1989 San Diego Sale auction! 

1833 Proof Quarters are extremely rare. Fewer than half a dozen are 
known of the two combined varieties. Browning-1 is the rarer of the 
two with only 2 or 3 pieces believed to exist. The only other piece to 
be sold in the past decade was the Auction '86: 1091 coin (which 
realized $11,000) sold by Superior. Another piece is supposedly 
impounded in the Eliasberg Estate; this piece makes the third known 
example—assuming that the Eliasberg coin is actually a Proof and 
that it has not been sold or traded out. 

It may be years before another Proof 1833 Quantris offered for sale.

Period after 25C.; the 
eagle shows a thin tongue. This coin is absolutely the most 
obvious Proof Bust Quarter we have seen. In fact, it is so 
reflective and well-manufactured that it looks like a Proof coin 
struck at least acentury later! The obverse and the reverse both 
have “yard deep” reflective surfaces and there is full mirror 
finish even within the shield stripes. The obverse is nearly of 
Gem quality with some raised die lines visible below magni- 
fication; the reverse is very slightly less choice on account of 
some stray, scattered hairlines. A great match to the Proof 
1833 Quarter offered above and another very rare, very 
important coin. 

1834 Proof Quarters are a hair less rare than 1833’s. In the pasttwo 
decades two examples have been auctioned: the Norweb: 1554 piece 
and the example in Heritage’s 2/86 Sale. Approximately 7 or 8 Proofs 
are known of this date with Browning-2 represented by between 2 and 
4 known pieces. The example offered here has identical diagnostics 
to the Norweb coin and is reasonably similar in overall quality. 
Although it is difficult to tell due to poor plates in earlier auction 
catalogs, we are fairly certain that this coin was formerly sold as Lot 
115 in the famous World’s Greatest Coin Collection (F.C.C. Boyd)

This is one of the most 
outstanding examples of this date that we have encountered in 
our many years of dealing. In general, coins of this era require 
some sort of verbal support for their grade, but in this case, the 
coin stands on its own merits and needs little help from us. 
However, for the benefit of our mail bidders, we offer some of 
the highlights. As mentioned, the obverse is fully Prooflike 
and shows a definite, swirling cartwheel effect when tured 
under a lightsource. Some extremely minor adjustment marks 
are visible on the lower left obverse that are reminiscent of the 
planchet striations of later date Dollars such as the 1901-S and 
1902-S. A whisper of golden color has blanketed the obverse. 
The right rim at K-4 shows indications of a minor rim bruise. 
The reverse is just as impressive as the obverse, with similar 
color and equally brilliant surfaces. Virtually all of the eagle’s 
breast feathers are in evidence, and the only weakness of strike 
appears on some of the denticles on the upper left. In terms of 
overall eye appeal, quality and desirability, this piece is excep- 
tional, and we expect the final price realized to reflect the 
current high demand for quality pieces. For all intents and 
purposes, it would be impossible, if not prohibitively expen- 
sive, to improve upon the quality of this coin.

OF AMERICA on the reverse and a myriad of criss-crossed die lines 
in the upper left obverse field. This presently offered example 
exhibits all of these characteristics. 

Without a doubt, this is one of the rarest coins offered in this sale.
